Beportfrom Glasgow. 

Glasgow, Scotland, November 19, 1900. 
Sir : I have the honor to make the following report for the week ended 
the 17th instant : 

Four vessels were inspected and received bills of health. There were 
inspected 66 cabin and 80 steerage passengers, 253 members of crew, 
and no cattlemen. Fifty-five pieces of baggage were inspected and 
labeled and 22 pieces disinfected and labeled. 

In obedience to instructions contained in Bureau telegram of the 15th 
instant, inspections were discontinued on the 16th instant, and the 
shipping people so notified. 

The health of Glasgow continues good. There were in hospital on 
the 16th instant 22 cases of smallpox and 6 cases of typhus. There 
were no deaths from either of these diseases during the week. No 
further cases of plague are reported.
